Pension Rules as liberalised on the recommendation of the Central Pay 
Commission with retrospective effect from the date of his substantive 

appointment as a Cantonment Executive Officer : 
Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to any member of the Service 

who hay exercised his option in favour of the provident fund benefits 
under rule 19 of the Cantonment Executive Oficers Service Rules, 1937."

8 . R . O . 303 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (XXXI of 1948 ) , the Central Government hereby directs 
that the following amendments shall be made in the National Cadet Corps Rules , 
1948 , namely : 
1 . In the said Rules - after item (e ) of rule 32 , the following item ghall be 

added at the end , namely :

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2. (a ) In rule 35, after item (C ) of sub - rule ( 1) the following Items shall be 
added at the end namely : 
" (d ) to an outAt allowance of Rs. 50 for the maintenance of his uniform at 

the end of every year of service in the National Cadet Corps, 
( e) to an honourarium of Rs. 50 per month for a period of 9 months in a year." ; 
(b ) after sub -rule (4 ) the following sub -rule shall be added , namely : 
" ( 5 ) Every officer conimissioned in the National Cadet Corps and posted to 

a unit of the Junior Division will be paid an honorarium of Rs. 35 
per month for a period of 9 months in a year ."
